Commuter rates on toll bridges 
at Pascagoula and Bay St. Louis 
wil be reduced on July 1, ac 
cording to John D. Smith, Hi-way 
Commissioner for the Southern 
District of Mississippi. 

Mr. Smith said the State High- 
way Commission Tuesday approved 
unanimously recommendations for 
lower toll rates on the two bridg- 
es. He said the rates on 40-trip 
commuter books will be lowered 
trom $5.00 to $2.00 effective 
July 1. 

Mr. Smith said that the reduction 

in tolls has been made possible by 
a continued high income from the 
two spans.
